CuaTranooga, Tenn., Sept. 19.—The stam- 
pede at Chatfanooga yesterday and the day pre- 
vious almost depopulated the town. The rush 
was directed to the surrounding mountafns. 
All the bouses tenable and untenable were filled 
with people a few hours after the breaking out 
of the panic. Even old buildings long since 
abandoned to bats were gladly occupied by 
those used to all the comforts of life. Every 
house on Wallop Ridge was eagerly seized. A 
panicky feeling has existed ever since Aug. 21, 
when Mrs. Schwarly Emberg, refugee from 
Memphis, died of it,—a well-developed case of 
yellow fever. 
a child of Mrs. Arthur Berg died, several deaths 
have followed in rapid succession, the same 
being of almost daily occurrence. The disease 
was pronounced bilious and pernicious remit- 
tent fever. Each death caused increased un- 
easiness, which culminated in the hegira to the 
mountains. All persons affected, and who died, 
lived near a deep hole which made of itself a 
reservoir, catching the drainage and garbage of 
four streets. The water stands until it becomes 
stagnant. Localities where others are now sick 
are similariy situated, and malarial fever usu- 
ally prevails among them at this time of the 
year. People are still panicky, and one or two 
additional deaths would result ip the entire de- 
population of the town. 

INVESTIGATION. 

There are four yellow-fever phvsicians here 
from Atlanta, investigating our sickness. They 
have made the rounds to-day, and are going 
around again to-night. They have not as yet 
given an opinion, but four or five of our 
best citizens have expressed the opinion 
that we have yellow fever. A great many per- 
sons are leaving towa by the advice of phy- 
sicians. The most hopeful of our citizens are 
almost ready to give in to-night. Nearly all 
the phvsicians are gradually arriving at the con- 
clusion that we have the veritable Yellow Jack 
among us, though ia a mild form, and 
express the belief that it will not spread much. 
A man named Overton died with fever 
this morning, and Mrs. 8. H. Corey has just 
succumbed. Dr. Simmes, formerly of Savan- 
nah, who has passed through four epidemics, 
who is with us to-day, stated be was of opinion 
that Mre. Corey's case was yellow fever. Dr. 
Hove says that he has three or four cases of 
yellow fever under treatment, but there is yet 
a divizion of opinion among the physicians. 
No new cases have been officially reported.

Omana, Neb., Sept. 19.—News has been re 
ceived here of a fight with the Bannocks in the 
northeastern corner of Wyoming, near the 
Montana and Idaho lives.. Lieut. Bishop, with 
part ef Capt. Jack Hayes’ com pa- 
ny of the Fifth Cavalry, with a number 
of Arrapahoe and 6 Shoshone scouts 
under Chief Black Coal, surprised a party of 
hostile Bannocks gnd@ captured, killed, and dis- 
persed the band. The fight occurred on Prairie 
Creek, or Buffalo Fork, a tributary of Snake 
River, fifty miles northwest of Tosotee Pass, 
and about the same distance southwest of Yel- 
lowstone Lake.

State Fair is now being held here, and has 
drawn thousands of citizens from all parts of 
the State. The discussion of the political situa- 
tion has entered largely into the doings of the 
exhibition. Gov. Croswell, Senator Ferry, 
Zachariah Chandler, and other Republican 
leaders have been on the grounds during the 
week, interviewing prominent farmers from the 
various sections regarding the situation im Mich- 
igan.

INTERNAL COMMERCE. 

The Director of the Natioval Bureau of Sta- 
tistics has transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury a long statement showing the conéi- 
tion of our internal commefcée during the last 
tive years. He submits a table showing the 
number of tons of freight transported the 
New York Central Railroad, the Lake @ & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, aad the Ngee Fort Wayne & Chi- 
caga Railroad, cach vear trem 1873 to 1577, w- 
clusive, and says the traffic on the Lake Snore 
& Michigan Southern Railroad increased UM per 
cout frum 1873 to 1877, the traffic on the New 
York Central Railroad increased nearly 4 per 
ceat irom 1574 to 1877, the tratlie of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wavne & Chicago Railroad showed 
an increase of 16 per cent, and the trame of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad showed au increase 
oi 446 percent. It appears that the total traffic 
on the four reads showed an increase of 10 per 
cent from 1874 to 18738. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company states ouly the number of 
through tons of merchandise hou Baititnore to 
the Ohio River, and, comparing 1873 with 1877, 
shows au increase of n per cent. The in- 
crease in trailic over the Union Pavitie Ruilread 
has increased 47 per cent since 1873. 

The receipts of grau at seaports daring the 
year ending Aug. 31, 1873; were 70 per cent 
greater than those vf 1875, and the largest in 
the history oi the country.

HONEST MONEY. 


Second Lecture of Thomas M. Nichol at 
Furwell Hall. 

Thomas M. Nichol, of Racine, delivered nis 
second honest-mouey lecture in Farwell Hall 
yesterday evening. He said that the advocates 
of the flat- money system advanced arguments 
nine-tenths of which were made up of charges 
against our present system. The charees were 
very strong, and went so farasto say that the 
present finance system was gotten up by the 
gold-gambiers of New York. Gen. Cary offer- 
ed a reward of $5,000 to any one who could 
prove that the finance system was not gotten up 
by gold-gamblers and speculators. 

in the first place, we had no such currency 
and no such a debt before the War as at present. 
We know that this debt: was created for the 
object of suppressing the Rebellion, and to say 
that the object was to enrich a set of specula- 
tors in London would be to belie the facts of 
history. After the battle of Buli Rua the 
banks of Boston and other cities came forward 
and loaned the Government $150.000,000. The 
American people, as a whole, were patriotic, 
and some lent their money a8 other men gave 
their lives for their country. It must be un- 
derstood that the English people were at that 
time in sympathy with the Confederate States, 
and before the close of the War only a trifling 
amount of United States bonds were held in 
Kugland. 

One of the greatest arguments of the Fiatists 
was that Government bonds were exempt from 
taxation. That was one of the points of a speech 
delivered in Farwell Hail by a gentleman who 


that Government bonds had never been taxed 
and had never been taxabie. The question had 
been determined sixty yearsago. It made no 
matter whetber Congress made a specific ex- 
emption or not. All Government bonds were 
by nature exempt. [be State of New York at- 
tempted to tax these bonds some years and 
Mr. O’Coror claimed that there was nothing in 
the Constitution probibiting taxation, and that 
there was nothing against such taxation except 
the clause which d ed that the Goy- 
ernmert had tie wer to borrow 
money. He further claimed that Con- 
gress did not exempt these bonds from 
taxation. Chief-Justice Chase in ceciding the 
case said that in the necessities of the Govern- 
ment the United States notes were issued. to be 
redeemed at the Treasury, aud transferable into 
Government bonds payable in coin. Under the 
different acts of Congress these notes amounted 
to $400,000,000, and it was claimed that they 
were subject to taxation just as much as coin. 
But notes were different from coin, as they 
were simply notes of haod,—promis¢s to pay,— 
and were in that view quite exempt from taxa- 
tion. Tne judgment of the Court of 
Appeals of New York. was reversed by 
the Supreme Court on this ground The 
law authorizing the issue of Government bonds 
sail nothing about their being exempt, and the 
State of New Lors ordered them taxed. The 
same attorney, Mr. Charles O’Cenor, argued 
the case in the Supreme Court, and claimed 
simply that the law did not claim exemption. 
The Court declared that it had been the uni 
form practice of the courts to hold these bonds 
untaxable. No ove affirmed that the power of 
the Government to borrow could be subject tu 
taxation by the States. If Mr. Chase had lived 
to this day, he would have found a great many 
people making that claim, but at that time 
there were uvone, The right to tax the contract 
evidentiy would interfere with the exercise of 
the power to make a loan, and hence there 
could be uo such iuterference. The right to 
tax the certificate of the Government would im- 
piv the right of the States to control and inter- 
ters with the National Government. 
He heard a man im Oshkosh, Wis., 
going over this question, and damning 
the Government for nolding its bonds 
exempt from taxation. The speaker told bim 
that be was talking of what he didn't know, 
and the man said that if Congress meant that 
the bonds should not be taxed tne Conbress- 

men were scoundrels. If the Government was 
in ueed of mouey why didn’t it go and borrow 
it? [Lauguter.] That was a specimen of what 
such orators were giving to the public in the 
West. Now, ifthe bonds were taxable 3 per 

cent, when they were sold thev would be sold | 


per cent allowed by Government, making 9 per 
cent that the Government would have to pay. 
Hence, there would be uo profit at all, as the 
Goverument would take the money out of one 
pocket in order to put it into another. The 
principle that bonds were exempt from taxation 
was a wise one, and had been wisely held 80 
by the courts years ago. It was stfange that a 
man of Mr. Goudy’s ability did not know that 
Congress bad uo discretion whatever in the 
matter, and that bonds were not taxable under 
the Constitution. 

The first 5-20 bonds were authorized by the 
Legal- Tender act of 1862. The title of the act 
was, “An act to authorize the issue of United 
States notes and for the funding thereof.“ The 
first section authorized the issue of $150,000,000 
of these bonds not bearing inRerest. The sec- 
ond section said that, to enable the Secretary 
to fund the Government debt, ne should issue 
$500,000,000 of these bonds in order to redeem 
the notes. There was nothing in the entire act 
indicating that the bonds shouid be redeemed 
with the notes. On the contrary, the idea was 
expressly to redeem the notes with the bonds. 
Mr. Spaulding, of New York, was the author 
of the act, and iu a book entitled the Financial 
History of the Rebeilion,” since published, 
he had distinctly said that the 500,000,000 
of bonds issued uuder that act were for 
the purpose of canceling the Guvernment notes. 
Tne author of the act meant, and said in his 
book expressly, that those bonds were intended 
to be gold bonds. Soou after the issue of taese 
bonds questions came to the Secretary of the 
Treasury asking in Waat currency those bonds 
and the wterest would puld. Secretary Cuase, 
as early as Dec. 18, 1863, said that the ‘funded 
debt of the Government was parable in coin, 

old and silver. In « letter of Nov. 9. 1869, 

reasurer Spiuuer wrote to a friend that he 
would never advocate paying the obiigations of 
the Government in depreciated currency. Thad- 
deus Stevens had been often misrepresented io 
this connection. Stevens said that he pitied no 
ope who had his money invested in bonds pay- 
able in gold in twenty years. Objecting to the 
issue of notes by irresponsible bauks, he said 
that such banks would use their worthless cur-

Banks were first organized it 
Was us a substitute forthe wildcat banks of the 
time. No one doabts tasttae National Banks were 
infinitely superior to the State and yet there 
isa and growing Gemard in the South to-day 
for the re-establishment of State 
But tuere is anotuer reason why 
not very well do without 
Bank notes. When came into 1

he time was near at nand for its consummation. 
No preparation had deen made by my predecessors 
in office, and it devolved upon me to execute that 
law.

Supposing resumption to be an accomplished 
fact. Mr. Secretary, and the country settled down 
toa specie standard, do you not think the time 
will come when National-Bank notes may be dis- 
pensed with? 

That is quite possible. There being no louger 
any necessity for them, they will be legislated 
out of existence. lhave stated repeatedly in my 
speeches tliat when it comes te a question between 
legal-tender notes and National-Bank notes I am 
in favor of the legal-tenders all the time. But 
that is a question for the future. Its . 
tion now would only hamper resumption. 


How far this report of the conversation is 
correct, and how far it is misstated, we have 
no means of knowing. As it stands, it leaves 
the inference that Secretary Suzrman is in 
favor, at the proper time, of legislating Na- 
tional-Bank notes out of existence, and of 
issuing in their place legal-tender Treasury 
notes. This, it is argued, is a square back- 
down of tue Secretary, involving a conces- 
sion on his part of the legality of further 
issues of legal-tenders, and, of course, to an 
amount only limited by the discretion of 
Congress. We do not believe that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury had any such idea in 
his mind. There is a bill pending in Con- 
gress to issue in lieu of the National-Bank 
notes Treasury notes to an equal amount, 
which Treasury notes shall be receivable at 
the Treasury for all dues to the Government, 
and be exchangeable or redeemable on de- 
mand in legal-tender greenbacks,—the 
Treasury notes to be like the Treasury notes 
issued by the Government from its earliest 
day, non-legal tender, but receivable by the 
| Government for all taxes and other debts. 
Such notes being redeemable in greenbacks, 
would have en equal value with greenbacks, 
and would circulate as currency as freely as 
do the National-Bank notes. It is possible 
that, when resumption shall have begun, 
when the legal-tender notes shall be equal to 
coin, and Treasury notes, redeemable, as the 
bank notes are, in greenbacks, will circulate 
at par, that then, as between such notes and 
bank notes, the Secretary would prefer the 
Treasury notes. Against the issue of such 
notes there can be no constitutional objec- 
tion, and it is more than likely that the bill

THE NEAT PANIC. 

There may be a last panic, as there will 
no doubt be a last day, but there is noreason 
to believe that the crisis now . passing 
away is our last experjence of the kind. 
The panic of 1873 will always be remarkable 
for having been a compound of every kind of 
panic previously known, IH experience 
could ever be a head-light instead of the 
stern-light Coueriper said it would always 
be, people could learn from what they have 
suffered in the last five years to avoid wars, 
inflation of the currency and of credit, specula- 
tion, and running into debt. But before we 
are off with the old crash we are getting on 
with a new. Too many farmers and work- 
ingmen are listening to the currency schem- 
ors who want to plant the assignat of France 
in America, and a good many ** bloated” real- 
estate owners and @apitalists look with secret 
favor on the rising tide that may float them 
out of bad investments. The ignorant be- 
lieve all that is told them of the blessings of 
a bushel apiece of paper money, and the 
crafty calculate that they can speculate dur- 
ing the rise, and draw out before the in- 
evitable smash. If the successful resumption 
of specie payments, and the revival of 
business cut the ground from under the 
inflationists before they can get to work in 
Congress, as probably will be the case, the 
next panic will be other than a currency 
panic. How will it come? 

There are already some signs to furnish a 
plausible forecasting of the future. Any 
one who has watched the course of invest- 
ment and speculation the last year or two 
cannot have failed to see the spread of 
excitement about gold and silver mining. 
Mining exchanges have been organized in 
New York, Chicago, and less important 
points. The newspapers have been plenti- 
fully supplied with amazing stories of 
great and sudden riches through the 
discovery of precious deposits, or, oftener 
still, through lucky purchases of mining 
stock. Brokers are beginning to hang up in 
their offices maps of the Comstock lode, and 
notices that mining stocks are bought and 
sold here.” A great merchant buys a mine 
for 650, 000, and hundreds of plodding busi- 
ness men grow restless at the news that he 
has refused $500,000 for it. A washerwoman 
buys Bodie at 50 cents, sells it at $52 a share, 
and retires from active business. 

It is found that golden sands” exist in 
Georgia, the Carolinas, and Virginia. Geol- 
ogists furnish opinions that the auriferous 
ledges run up through New England. Ver- 
mont farmers begin to dig for gold, and a 


Newburyport (Mass.) silver-mining company 


actually pays dividends of 12 per cent per 
annum. A company of New York and 
Boston capitalists have bought an old 
mine in Chili, forty miles north of Valpa- 
raiso, and are going to make it pay dividends 
on $5,000,000 stock. A surprising number 
of Chicago men are to-day investigating 
Colorado and Utah mining sites. Mining 
quotations and items are now a regular part 
of the news of the daily papers. Millions 
of people this morning can see that Sierra 


Nevada, which three months ago was selling 


at $3 a share, is now up to $167, and thou- 
sand of them will pay the passing tribute of a 
sigh to the easy calculation that an invest- 
ment ninety days ago of $1,000 would have 
netted them over $50,000. The leaven is 
working, and it will take only a little more 
time and a little more skillful manipulation 
to start the country into a Pacifie Bubble 
speculation.

THE HUNGARIAN COMPLICATION. 

The treaty of Berlin grows prolific in com- 
plications. It has aroused the Bosnians and 
Herzegovinians to a most remarkable resist- 
ance, considering their numbers, to Austria. 
It has sowed the seeds of future, perhaps 
immediate, trouble between Greece and Tur- 
key, owing to the non-compliance of the 
latter with the recommendations of the 
Powers. It has spread the flames of insur. 
reotion all over Albania, It has kept the 
armies of Montenegro and Servig in the field, 
ready for an alliance with any other Power, 
or ready to do anything at Russia's signal. 
It has opened up another phase of the East- 
ern question, this time in Central Asia, 
where Russia and England are both striving 
for an alliance with the Ameer of Cabool. 
The latest of its complications breaks out in 
the Empire of Austria and assumes the form 


of Magyar discontent with the action of the 


Government. This discontent increases dai- 
ly. It is no longer confined to mutterings, 
but breaks out in angry remonstrances and 
in desertions of the Government cause. The 
Pesther Lloyd, the must influential of the 
Hungarian newspapers, and hitherto a loyal 
supporter of Anprassy'’s policy, has openly 
raised its voice against the reported Austro- 
Servian-Montenegrin alliance, and formally 
repudiated AnpRassr’s Bosnian poliey. Dr. 
Falk, a member of the Reichsrath, and hith- 
erto an ardent supporter of Anprassy, has 
also resented such an alliance as an insult to 
Hungary. Remonstrances from such sources 
as these, which represent the moderate Mag- 
yars, indicate very clearly what must be the 
state of feeling among the more radical, who 
have never regard the Bosnian occupation 
with any favor, and whose sympathies with 
Turkey in her loss of these provinces are as 
strong as they were when Russia first crogs- 
ed the Danube te attack her. 

Itis a suggestive and somewhat startling 
sign of the extent of this agitation that the 
Government has mobilized troops and placed 
them on the Hungarian frontier with the 
ostensible design of protecting it. As the 
frontier is not menaced from any quarter, it 
is much more likely that the Government 
has placed the troops there to be in readiness 
in case of Magyar outbreaks. A correspond- 
ent of the London Times writing from 
Bucharest throws some Jight upon the sitaa 
tion. While the Hungarians are opposed to 
any such arrangement as an alliance with 
Servia, they are not opposed to the occupa 
tion of Servia. They argue that if their 
lives and money are to be squandered 
in territorial annexation they might as wall 
utilize the expense by annexing Servia, 
which would immediately increase the Ans 
trian revenue, while in the disorganized and 
distracted condition of Bosnia and Hersego- 
vina these provinces must for a long time 
to cume be a burden upon the Austrian 
Treasury.

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A RIDICULOUS PUBLICATION. 

A letter has been issued from the Bureau 
of Statistics of the Treasury Department, 
which letter is signed Josepn Namo, Jr., 
Chief of Bureau, which of course is tö be 
published as a public document. If the re 
cent change in the direction of the Bureau 
of Statistics is to result in the issue of any 
more of such documents as this, the aboli. 
tion ef the whole concern might be a wise 
and economical measure, The document 
professes to give information on the subject 
of tp internal ecommerce of thé country, 
The information which the Chief of 
Bureau” has gathered on this subject ig 
thus made up: A compilation from the re- 
ports of the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern, New York Central, Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chigago, and the Pennsylyania Rail- 
way Companies, of the number of 
tons of freight transported over those 
roads during the years from 1873 to 
1877, inclusive. In the absence of any later 
information (which he migh 
got from the daily newspapers) he gives ex- 
tracts from speeches made by Messers. Van- 
DERBILT and Scorr at the Saratoga Confer- 
ence. The tonnage over the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, the Union Pacific, Chicago &

line of information or any figures that have 
any possible interest to the public at this 
time, and which has not been made publie 
long since. The report does give the num- 
ber of bushels of grain received at the Atian- 
tie ports, but carefully omits to designate 
the amount received at each port, and leaves 
the reader altogether in the dark as to the 
relative portions of wheat, corn, oats, bar- 
ley, or rye making up the aggregate.

MY PREFERENCE Is FOR THE NORTHERN. 

From Chicago to Cheyenne is over fifty-two 
hours by rail, and, arriving at about 1:30 p. m., 
you have to wait for the stage till 3:30 next 
morning. The time-table makes the stage 
time to Deadwood fifty-two bours. I was fifty- 
seven, with a good dry road, and have heard of 
no better time being made this summer, unless 
a very exceptional cuse. By the Northern route 
from Chicago to Bismarck is forty-eight hours, 
and the stage-time from there to Deadwood is 
forty-six hours, with only a few hours’ waiting 
at Bismarck. 1 was only forty-five and a half 
hours, or less than ninety-six hours between 
Chicago and Deadwood, as agaiust 190 hours 
via Cheyenne. It is said that iu yery wet 
weather the liaht alkaline soll of the Northern 
route is not in its favor, aud the time made then 
s much slower. 1 must leave this to be decided 
by these who have tried it at such times, —I bu 
speak of my own experience. 

THER NATURAL SCENERY.- 

is, however, much finer op the Cheyenne route, 
and, to an enthusiast in rocks and mountains, 
noble and far-reaching views ana flower-adoru- 
ed hill-sides aud valleys, this may largely com- 
pensate for the longer aud harder road. In 
fact, some of the limestone formations passed 
bere, within 150 miles or so of the Hills, are al- 
most equal to the wonderful canons and natural 
monuments and fortresses of Colorado and the 
Yellowstone; and, as your stage climbs wearily 
up some of the long inclines of the road, or 
dashes down the opposite side, threatening to 
wreck itself on the grea; boulders that in too 
large numbers stand up in its way, and mo- 
mentarily testing the hardness of your skull 
against its roof, you may, if a lover of the 
beauties of Nature, reflect that the most beau- 
tiful road is not always the smoothest, aud 
that even the most artistic chair of Eastlake 
may not be the most resiful to the tired back 
and limbs. 


The hills themselves that stand about Dead- 
wood, and the many mining campe in its neigh- 
borhood, are striking in their bt and bold- 
ness; and in summer, covered as they are with 

roses, with =e, yellow, and purple 
daisies, aud a host of other flowers of which 1 
do not even know the names, are beautiful as 
well as picturesque. 

TUE CITY OF DEADWOOD 

is, as is well known, the great receiving and dis- 
tributing point of the Hills. It lies in a narrow 
valley or guich from to 800 feet wide, and it 
may be two or three miles long, iu one direc- 
tion runving mto Chinatown“ and Elizabeth, 
and in the other into South Deadwood; while 
still further up Deadwood Gulch are Gayville 
and Central City, and, off tothe left of these, 
Lead City, at this time the principal quartz- 
mining camp of the Hills. 

The architecture of Deadwood and its neighb- 
boring settlements, or camps,“ as they are 
bere called, is not classical not even pretentious. 
The Weich House has some eighty rooms, and 
they are plastered, which few other publie or 
private buildings can boast of being. Usualty 
the house is of boards, battined, though some 
of the principal stores have in the rear what is 
called a fire-proof,”’ or storehouse, with low 
brick or stone walls, and wooden floor and roof. 
I believe the owners faney that, in case of fire, 
the other buildings would burn so suddenly 
and rapidly that the “ fire-proofs”’ would be 
left unharmed. I sincerely trust that no Chi- 
cago fire may ever put this pleasant theory to 
a practical test. 

But, if light and unsubstantial, these wooden 
stores and houses have one quality not gener- 
ally found in your Eastern cities at this time, 
though very desirahie. That is,

Many stores have been nted out te me 
that ea be sold for $1,200 to $1,800, and that 
are rented for those prices per annum. One of 
the best bouses in the place, a two-story aad 
basement frame on the corner of Main and 
streets, sold some months since for 67, 000, and 
is pow rented to good paving tevants at $7,200 
per annum. Think of that, you poor Cuicago 
real-estate owners, who find it difficult eut of 
your rents to provide for your annua! interest 
and taxes. 

But few of the respectable inhabitants live in 
the valley, or on the “ground-floor” of the 
town. Very many of the principal honses are 
perched up on the bill-sides, and are reached by 
steep paths, or im some cases by flights of 
wooden steps, and these pretty white cottages, 
looking down from their ajry locations among 
the tall pines upon the busy streets below, form 
a peculiar aud beautiful feature of this strange 
and unique Western Metropolis. 

THB POPULATION 
Deadwood proper is variously estimated at 
from 6,000 to 10,000 souls, while the total 
number of which it is the headwentre and 
source of supplies is put by many well-informed 
persons as high as 25,000. 

I have already spoken of this population as 
„ he repeous.”” That epithet gives but the 
faintest idea of its extraordinary variety and 
diversity. Besides the quiet but observant 
Yankee, the business-like New-Yorker, the 
stirring Chieago trader, and the driving and 
active capitalist from Frisco,“ every nation 
of Europe is here well represented.

In some of 
these the ore may hold $100 or more of gold to 
the ton; but the veing run generaily only a few 
inches in thickness; they are inclosed in walls 
of the hardest rock; to get out 100 tons of ore, 
you may have to mine ten times that quantity

The fact seems to have brought 
out capital yesterday to the rescue, and the result 
was a competition which left very littie after vay- 
ing the cost of carrying against futures. 

Tue leading produce markets were steady vester- 
day, with rather less doing. and averaged firmer. 
Provisions were quite tame bat held firmly. ,Wheat 
was in betier demand and stronger, though the cables 
of yesterday and Wednesday afternoon contained 
httle consolation to holders except the statement 
that the French demand continues. Corn was 
steady, with littie change in prices. Oats ruled 
higher, barley lower, and rye steady. The receipts 
were only fair in volume, but exceeded the ‘ship- 
ments. 

The demand for dry goods was alittle slack, 
owing to the continued sultry weather. Prices 
were uniformally well supported. Groceries con- 
tinued in active demand, and previous prices were 
fully sustained all around. Sugars are in better 
supply, and the upward movement appears to be 
checked. Coffees are in light stock, and are held 
firmly at the- recent advance. There was a mod- 
erate movement ip dried fruits and fish, and 
previous prices were generally adhered to. Butter 
was freely ordered, and commanded full figures. 
Cheese remained dull, with prices unsettled and 
easy, in sympathy with New Yorkand Liverpool. 
There was a good demand for oils, and prices were 
steadily maintained. Leather is in fair demand, 
and is ärmer. Bagging, tobacco, coal, and weod 
were quoted as before. 

The lumber market was again active and steady. 
The shipments were lineral, and many dealers 
were behind in filling orders, owing to the scarcity 
of cars. The offerings of cargoes were again light, 
and the market necessarily quiet. Wool was quiet. 
Broom-corn waa in moderate request and easy. 
The sales of pressed-hay were light, the trade at 
present being chiefly in loose, which is freely - 
fered by the farmers. Seeds were in fair request 
and steady, except fax, which wéakened ander 
continued large offerings. Poultry was plenty, 
and weak in the absence of anything more than an 
ordinary local inquiry, which was easily attended 
to. Egge were steady. Potatoes were unchanged, 
the sales on the street being fairin the aggregate. 
Green fruits sold freely at recent prices. 

Lake freights were rathef quiet at the advance 
of the previous day, at 4c for corn by sail to Buf- 
falo.

000 bu parley, in 
addition to that taken Wednesday afternoon.

His Latest Scrape—How Edward. Malloy 
Met Ulis Death—Ag Unfortunate Accident 
or Deliberate Murder. 

New York Bventng Post, Sept. 17. 

The quiet in and about Police Headquarters 
this morning was converted into a wild excite- 
ment at half-past 10 o’clock by the sudden ap- 
pearance of an excited man in the main hall 
whose right hand was stained with blood and 


bose whole frame was quivering with fear or 


suppressed emotion. The man was at once 
recognized as “The.” Allen, the notorious 
gambler, whose exploits, as well gs those of his 
brothers, have brought his name Into most un- 
enviable prominence in the criminal records of 
the city. Rushing into the Superintendent’s 


office and finding it deserted, he burried on to 
the inner offices, asking excitedly for 
Supt. Walling. When at last he was 
ushered into the presence of that of- 
ficer be exclaimed: “Send an officer with 
me; Pye shot my friend and killed him.” The 
Superintendent could pot immediately under- 
stand the situation of aifairs, 80 incoherent 
were Allen’s 8 and so excited his man- 
ner. As he st for an instant looking at the 
man Aljien’s emotion increased, and he dropped 
tothe floor in a fit Dr. Purcell was called 
from the Health Office, restoratives were ad- 
8 and presently the self accused man 
revive 

Still strembling with excess of fear or grief, or 
remorse, he maveged to convey to his listeners 
the fact that he nad been sitting im his gam biing- 
house on the first floor of No. 615 Broadway, in 
company with Private Detective Edward Mallov ; 
that he ‘had accidentali? shot him, and, as he 
feared, killed him. Detective Ferris was sent 
with Allen tothe place referredto. ‘Ti door 
was found locked. It was opened by Alien and 
the oflicer found himself in the front room of the 
establishment, which was empty, with the ex- 
ception of the tables and chairs used by the 
usual occupants. Allen walked slowly to the 
door of the back room, and, pointing to a pros- 
trate bod on the floor, said: There's my 
friend, Eddie Malloy; I accidently shot bim.“ 
and then dropped into a chair. 

Detective Ferris immediately recognized the 
body ab that of Malloy, who was well knows to 
the pelice of the city. He was lying on his 
back, with Ris face stightly turned to the lett. 
A’ pistol shot had entered just over the richt 
eye, evidentiy causing instant death. The blood 
from the wound had spurted overatable neer by, 
at which tne two men bad probably been sitting, 
and beyond the y as it lay on the floor the 
wall was spotted with blood, asaf ioreed trom 
the wound by the weight of his fall. The body 
was heatly dressed in a gray walking suit, — 
spots on the shoulder aud one on the white 
linen collar being the only blood marks visible 
on the body. 

The police of the Fifteenth Precinct were im- 
mediately notified to take charge of the body, 
and with the arrival of the officers from that 
station-house came several old-time detectives, 
Some difference of opinion was at first ex 
pressed famong them as to whether or not 
the dead man was Detective Malloy, but it was 
finally conceded to be none other. Word was sent 
to the Coroner’s office, and pendiag the arrival 
of the Coroner an officer was felt in charge of 
the place, his ouly companion being a black cat 
who had been found in the rooms, and who 
complacently licked the blood-spots which had 
been spattered on the boards. Allen was then 
conducted back to the Central Office, where the 
following statement was made by him; Malloy 
had lived in his (Allen's) family for a long time. 
This morning they breakfasted together, and 
afterward went to 615 Broadway to have a quiet 
talk. They sat together by the table in the 
back room and be was showing Malloy a new 
revolver which he bought only last night, when 
the weapon was accidently exploded and Malloy 
dropped to the floor dead. 

Allen’s grief is either genuine or very well 
feigned. His statement that he and Malloy were 
alove in the room is confirmed, but what bap- 
pened there no oue but the black cat and Allen 
nimeelf can ever tell. The pistol fs a smal! size 
Smith & Wesson revviver, with two chambers 
empty, ope evidently recently emptied, and the 
otber.sheil somewhat corroded. It is generally 
known that Allen was not in the habit of carry- 
ing a pistol, and why he boucht one . is 
stillt unexplained. Allen has been deitvered up 
to the police of the Fifteenth Precinct. who will 
hold him for the Corover’s investigation, which 
will be begun this afternoon. Allen has been 
recently identified with the National politic- 
al movement in the Eighth Ward, and his 
friends are exceedingiv anxious about the result 
of this affair. The character ef his brothers 
Jesse, Martin, and Wesley bas suffered consid- 
erably in times past, and the two former are 
now serving the State. The latter died soon 
after his release from Sing Sing. 

„The.“ Allen iss well-known gambler, but 
is statement in this case is regarded with little 
expressed distrust by the police, although ail 
admit that the affair deserves the most careful 
serutinv. Edward Malloy, the dead man, was a 
private detective of many years’ standing. He 
has been emploved chielly by the bankers aud 
brokers ov Wall and Broad streets, aud has 
done vonsiderable work at Saratoga. He was a 
man about 40 years of ave, and is said to have 
bad no family. It will be remembered that he 
was a witness for the defense in the Planet 
Mills robbery case in Brooklyn a few weeks ago, 
at which time it was declared by some that his 

word was not always trustworthy. Whether 
this was true or not matters little now. The 
man js dead. The.“ Allen killed him, and the 
question is Whether the killing was accidental or 


not.

THE PISTOL FOUND. 

Careful investigation leads to the conclusion that 
Mr. Fay committed suicide while im a gloomy 
state of mind, resulting from business prvs- 
pects, aud planned and executed the deed se 
that it would apoear thet he had been mur- 
dered and his wife and children wonld obtain 
the imgurance upon bia hie. the policies for 
which, though not paid up, were non-forfertable. 
The pistoi with which he evidently did the deed 
was found inthe river by Detective La Bounty, 
who dragged for it, with about four feet of strong 
twine tied to one end on and a large piece of 
stone to the other. The @ference is drawn that 
the deceased beid the weapon with which he shot 
himself m his left hand, the stone being arranged 
so that it would fall into the river and carry the 
evolver with it. Te complete 
und throw of any suspicion 
committed suicide, be turned his pockets inside 
out and scattered some smal! chauge and some 
letters and pavers about. Then. placing himeelf in 
& position so that he would fall over on the dock, he 
heid the — eufficiently far enough away from 
his left temple to prevent the powder from burn- 
ing hie face, and fred the shot. The revolver that 
was fished up from the bottom of the river showed 
one empty chamber and five loaded ones. The bul- 
let that did the killing was a large one, 
and cracked the skull in several places. One of 
the balls from the weapon that deceased had un- 
doubtedly used was found wo fit tne wound. Mrs. 
Fay would not believe that ner husband had killed 
himeelf until the weapon above mentioned was 
found, and stated that she knew of no motive that 
would lead nim to suicide. 

The clerk of the Ogden House is teported to bave 
stated that Mr. Fay had been contempiating sui- 
cide for two or three months, and had two or three 
times bidden the clerk a last good-by. The last 
time the clerk saw Mr. Fay was 1 o'clock Wednes- 
day. when the latter shook hands with him, and 
said ‘'Good-by, old fellow; this ig the last time 
you will see me alive. It is also alleged that the 
knowledge of his intention to put an end to bim- 
self was not confined to the clerk.

CHICAGO CONSTABLES. 
HOW THEY DO SUSINESS, 

The disreputable Chicago Constabie has again 
come to the surface, and this ume. as usual, ina 
way which shows that he ge capable of doing any- 
thing to secure his fees. About two years ago one 
James Radigan recovered a ‘judgment before Jus- 
tice Foote for $55 against Louis Bornstein. A levy 
was made, and $20 of the amount was secured. 
Bornstein bimself u im fo business, but his son 
has a small oakery on South Canal street. Six 
months ago Constable Pat Doran levied on a horse 
and wagon belonging to the eon, bat after a con- 
test had to give them up. Radigan, however, 
wasn't satisfied. As he swore, he put the execu- 
tion in Constable Doran's box at Justice Foote's 
office duly 25. Doran says he came to him *bout 
Aug. land wanted to know why he hadn't levied. 
He told him that the property belonged to young 
Bornstein, not the father. Radigan went 
off, saying be would somebody. He employed 
Constaoles Hall and Grant, and at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, Aug. 19, they seized the rig near the 
corner of Clark ana Harrison streets, and, it is al- 
leged, to get possession, pounded, and choked, and 
threw into the street a younger brother of Born- 
stern and a lad of 10 or 12, who were delivering 
bread. After handing over the staff of life to 
ene Stone, a man of bad reputation, the two Con- 
stables drove off, and fhe herse and wagon have 
never been seen by the owner since. They were 
arrested for assault, and forfeited their bond of 
$500 each. Refusing to pay attention to s re- 
plevin writ, they were ci before Ju Booth 
last week to show cause for their refusal. They 
swore they knew nothing about the property, — 
didn’t seize it, and di * what bad be- 
come of it. Radigan ore that he 
the execution into hands of 
one Pat H. Dwyer, who had refused 
to tell him what property had been captured or 
what became of it, On the other side Constables 
Doran and Ives tertified that they saw Radigan in 
couversation with Hall, and that Radigan gave 
Hall the execution. Joseph Schoeninger swore 

in the presence of Jacob Newman, attorney 
for the complamant, two or three days after the 
seizure, Radigan said that Hall and Grant had lev- 
ied on the — 4 — and that he would not give it

an affidavit in which he stated that he got the exe- 
cution from Radigan, and gave ittoa man namea 
M. B. — pny —one who wa®. unheard of be- 
fore, —and that McDonough served it and took the 
property a McDonough was accordingly 
subpenaed. e was at one time a Constable, but 
was removed from office March 10, and told 
if he ever acted as such be would be prosecuted. 
He has the reputation of being a ſonfer. and about 
ali he does is to act as custodian for Constables. 
On the stand he produced a certified copy of the 
record of Justice Foote, by which it appears that 
he served the execution. He was positive that he 
made the seizure Aug. 18, about 6 o'clock in the 
morning. His associates hadn't posted him ther- 
oughly, forthe execution showed (his own pur- 
ported return) that the levy took place Aug. 6 at 11 
o'clock a.m. From the looks of the retarn, his hand- 
writing being known, Hall had apparantly doc- 
tored it so as to get himself and Grant out of a 
acrape. 

Judge Booth, who doesn't know much about 
Chicago Constables, couldn't see through the 
scheme, bolstered up as it was by the most delio- 
erate and barefaced perjury, butin declining to 
make the rule absolute on account of the conflict- 
ing evidence, said there was probably some very 
irregular proceedings.

The news of the sudden death of Mrs. Joha F. 
Finerty will shock a lurge number of the citizens 
of Chicago who had the personal acquaintance of 
the lady. Only a few days ago an insidious and 
invariably fatal malady attacked ther, and, not- 
withstanding the best medical skill ef the city, 
she died at 2 o’clock yesterday, after an illness of 
but three days. Mrs. Finerty was born in Chicago 
in 1852, and, as Alice Ragin, was beloved by an 
extensive circle of devoted fi@ends.

Mr. Reed hasa few hands working, mostly ap- 
prentices, but the stone is gotten out very siowly, 
and the brick-contractor is grumoling at the delay 
to which he is subjected, and is aiready taiking 
about suits for damages against the city. It is a 
curious maddie all around, and, in the interest of 
the taxpayers, who want to see the work on the 
building pushed as rapidly as possibie, ought to be 


have another allegation 
against their employer, which is that he took their 
diagrams away from them last Saturday befure they 
strack, or before they had notitied him that they 
would strike, so that the present idieness is more 
of a lock-out than a strike.
